THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 

“Gypsy”, the zesty musical comedy hit with a record of twenty-two months on 
Broadway, comes to the Cape Playhouse next week. The musical has a libretto by 
Arthur Laurents and lyrics by Stephen Sondheim, who were also teamed in the writing 
of “West Side Story’, and music by Jule Styne, whose tunes put the lilt in “Bells Are 
Ringing”, “Subways Are For Sleeping’, “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes’, “High Button 
Shoes’, “Two on the Aisle’, “Hazel Flagg”, and “Do Re Mi”. 


Evelyn Page, whose Broadway credits include “Mr. Wonderful’, “The Boy Friend”, 
“Wonderful Town”, “Can-Can”, “Bells Are Ringing”, “Little Me”, and “On A Clear Day 
You Can See Forever”, will be starred in the role of a scheming, ambitious stage mother 
who drives her two unwilling daughters up the rugged road to success as vaudeville per- 
formers. “Gypsy” is a musical adaption of the memoirs, similarly titled, of Gypsy Rose 
Lee. The colorful panorama of the two-a-day circuits in their heyday in the 1920’s is 
the background of the show, and the action takes place in the second-rate theatres and 
rat-hole hotels that the indomitable mother toured for the sake of her daughter’s careers. 


Some of the outstanding song hits of the show are the wryly optimistic ‘“Everything’s 
Coming Up Roses’, the satiric “Let Me Entertain You”, and such other tunes as “To- 
gether, Wherever We Go”, “Small World”, “You'll Never Get Away From Me’, “Little 
Lamb”, and “Rose’s Turn”. 


The critical reaction to “Gypsy’—all of it excellent—is perhaps the best spokesman 
for the musical. Walter Kerr, the distinguished critic of the New York Herald-Tribune 
said: “I’m not sure whether ‘Gypsy’ is new-fashioned or old-fashioned, integrated or non- 
integrated. The only thing I’m sure of is that it’s the best damn musical I’ve seen in 
years. The book is a clean knock-out. Jule Styne’s two-four rhythms suggest all the tin 
and all the tang of tenth-rate vaudeville and have the faculty of caching at your heart 
at the very moments when they are most deliberately steeped in corn.” 5 

Robert Coleman, of the New York Daily Mirror, added: “Revealing lyrics and a 
zestful score add up to a nostalgic saga of heartbreak and triumph . .’. Smart first- 
nighters were almost splitting their gowns and dinner jackets via the laugh route... 
Don’t miss this hit.” 

The presentation of “Gypsy” at the Cape Playhouse, commencing next Monday 
evening, August 1, promises to be a highlight of our fortieth anniversary season which I 
am sure you will not want to miss.
